The  greatest  advantage  of  using  Evergreens  in  beautifying  the  home  grounds  is 
that  Evergreens  retain  their  foliage  the  year  round.  By  planting  the  proper  varieties 
in  their  proper  places  wonderful  results  can  be  obtained  with  but  little  expense.  It  is 
necessary  however  to  plant  evergreens  where  they  will  get  ample  sunlight  that  they 
may  show  their  true  colors.  If  you  are  not  familiar  with  the  planting  of  evergreens 
and  wish  to  plant  at  this  time  it  will  be  a  pleasure  for  us  to  furnish  you  with  such 
information  you  may  wish  to  help  you  get  the  desired  results. 

PLANTING  EVERGREENS 

If  you  order  evergreens  have  the  holes  all  ready  so  that  planting  may  be  done 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  them.  Handle  carefully  so  that  the  ball  of  earth  may 
remain  intact.  Place  the  evergreen  in  the  hole  prepared,  burlap  as  well,  cut  the  string 
and  with  a  sharp  knife  cut  the  burlap  all  the  way  around  the  ball.  Fill  the  hole  half 
full  of  good  rich  dirt  and  soak  well  with  water ;  as  soon  as  the  water  has  settled  the 
soil  fill  up  level  with  top  of  the  ground.  To  insure  success  in  the  transplanting  of 
evergreens,  it  is  necessary  that  they  be  kept  well  watered  until  they  get  started.

Some  are  also  used  with  taller  growing  shrubs  and  ever¬ 
greens  to  screen  unsightly  views  and  draw  the  eye  through  vistas  to  more  attractive 
spots.  With  screening  go  borders  and  hedges  which  serve  to  define  property  lines  and 
make  pleasant  groups.  Even  in  small  borders  there  are  many  flowering  shrubs  to  select, 
and  color  effects  of  bloom  and  berries  may  be  obtained  for  many  months. 

Every  house  has  its  own  individuality,  needing  individual  treatment  to  blend  it  into 
its  surroundings.  The  foundation  planting  of  a  small  house  demands  most  careful 
thought,  as  the  future  result  must  be  considered  and  not  simply  the  immediate  effect. 
A  poorly  balanced  planting  after  a  few  years  will  defeat  its  purpose.

THE  object  in  planting  the  home  grounds  is  to  make  a  pleasing  picture.  To 
secure  this  result  a  planting  plan  showing  the  placing  of  all  plants  should 
he  made  showing  the  location  of  all  permanent  features,  trees  or  shrubs 
now  in  place,  the  location  of  all  buildings,  boundaries,  walks  and  drives  now 
shown  on  this  plan,  the  plants  needed  to  complete  your  landscape.  This  will 
aid  in  carrying  out  your  work  of  beautifying. 
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DECIDUOUS  SHRUBS 

It  is  seldom  that  a  home  in  the  country,  suburb  or  town  cannot  be  improved  in  ap¬ 
pearance  and  greatly  enhanced  in  value  by  the  judicious  treatment  of  the  grounds,  irre¬ 
spective  of  size;  and  for  this  purpose  many  flowering  shrubs  lend  themselves  most  ad¬ 
mirably.  Shrubbery,  properly  planted  and  massed,  is  most  effective  in  bringing  out 
certain  features  of  the  lawn,  to  screen  some  unsightly  building  or  object,  or  to  break 
the  outline  of  foundation  walls. 

Along  the  drive,  the  walk  or  the  edge  of  the  lawn,  borders  of  shrubs  may  be  planted 
that  will  give  a  succession  of  bloom  from  early  spring  until  frost.  Even  after  the  leaves 
have  dropped,  the  brilliant  berries  and  branches  of  many  varieties  add  cheer  and  color 
to  the  winter  landscape.  Frequently  one  finds  a  spot  that  suggests  the  use  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  specimen — a  variety  should  be  selected  that  will  develop  symmetrically. 

PLANTING  AND  CULTIVATING  SHRUBS 

We  strongly  emphasize  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  ground  free  from  weeds  and 
grass,  and  loose  by  frequent  stirring,  after  being  planted. 

The  success  of  your  plants  depends  upon  proper  pruning.  All  deciduous  shrubs 
should  be  pruned  annually.  The  tops  and  branches  should  be  cut  back  one-third,  all 


dead  branches  and  weak  growth  should  be 
cut  off  the  blooming  wood.  All  shrubs  that 
not  be  pruned  until  June  or  July,  after  the 
belong  the  Altheas,  Deutzias,  Forsythias, 
fertilize  your  shrubs  at  least  once  a  year.

HOW  TO  PRUNE  HEDGES 

Prune  hedges  often ;  especially  in  early 
summer  when  the  growth  is  prolific.  The 
secret  of  a  beautiful  hedge  is  regularity  in 
form  and  outline  and  density  of  foliage. 
By  pruning  carefully  and  to  a  line,  one 
can  secure  the  desired  regularity.  By 
pruning  often,  the  growth  is  continually 
forced  along  the  sides  of  the  branches  left 
untrimmed ;  voids  will  fill  up  and  a  smooth 
dense  mass  of  foliage  will  result.  Hedge 
must  be  trimmed  on  sides  as  well  as  on 
the  top.  Otherwise  the  hedge  will  get 
broader  at  the  top  than  below.  The  lower 
branches  will  be  shaded  and  the  hedge 
will  be  unattractive.  The  ideal  hedge  is 
slightly  A-shaped,  being  broader  at  the 
base.  This  permits  the  sunlight  to  reach 
all  sides  of  the  hedge.

They  are 
invaluable  as  specimens,  and  as  screens  against  objectionable  views,  or  to  secure  privacy, 
and  as  barriers  or  windbreaks,  for  flowering  effect,  and  for  attractiveness  of  foliage 
and  fruit.  The  intelligent  tree  planter  readily  appreciates  the  difference  in  values 
between  a  tree  dug  in  the  forest  and  one  taken  from  our  nursery  where  it  has  received 
proper  care  during  the  first  years  of  its  life.

Cotton,  corn, 
sweet  and  Irish  potatoes,  soy  beans,  cow- 
peas  and  other  farm  crops  can  be  grown 
to  advantage  among  the  trees  when  they  are 
young  and  even  until  the  trees  have  begun 
to  bear  well.  It  is  destined  to  become  the 
most  important  horticulural  tree  in  this 
whole  region.  The  pecan  orchards  of  the 
south  will  rival  the  apple  orchard  of  the 
north.  The  pecan  under  proper  conditions 
will  continue  to  bear  fruit  long  after  other 
fruit  trees  planted  at  the  same  time  have 
ceased  to  grow.  As  shade  trees  they  make 
handsome  specimens  and  they  are  well 
adapted  for  street,  road  and  yard  plantings. 
The  soil  should  not  be  low  and  wet ;  it 
should  be  well  drained,  yet  it  should  con¬ 
tain  a  goodly  supply  of  moisture.  Sandy 
loam  underlaved  with  clay,  light  clay  lands 
and  alluvial  lands  are  suitable ;  the  land 
should  contain  humus  in  large  amounts 
for  best  results.  In  planting,  the  trees 
should  be  planted  as  deep  or  a  trifle  deeper 
than  they  stood  in  the  nursery  row  and  if 


the  summer  after  they  are  planted  is  ex¬ 
tremely  dry  the  trees  should  be  well  wa¬ 
tered.  Care  should  be  used  in  planting  to 
see  that  the  roots  are  firmly  placed  in  the 
soil ;  the  only  pruning  necessary  is  to 
shape  the  head  as  desired  and  this  of 
course  should  be  done  in  the  first  growth. 
The  best  cultivation  for  a  pecan  tree  does 
not  differ  materially  from  that  given  other 
kinds  of  fruit  trees.  The  orchard  should 
be  plowed  in  the  autumn  and  cultivation 
should  begin  early  in  the  spring  before  the 
growth  starts  and  should  continue  at  in¬ 
tervals  of  a  week  or  ten  days  until  the 
first  part  of  July  when  cultivation  may  be 


discontinued.
